DEATHS. 


It is with sorrow that we announce 
the death of Prof. W.H. Sproull, 
which occurred in Denver, March 27th. 

Prof. Sproull graduated at Normal 
in the elementary course in 1885 and 
then spent a year as principal teacher 
in the Soldiers’ Orphans’ school at 
Jumonville. This position he resigned 
at the end of the first year in order to 
enter upon the scientific course which 
course he completed in 1888. In 
September of the same year he entered 
upon his duties as teacher of mathe- 
matics at Indiana which position he 
retained until 1894 when ill health 
compelled him to seek a different 
climate. The Trustees of the school 
generously granted him a leave of 
absence but at the end of several 
months he found he could not return 
to Pennsylvania. He lingered for 
almost three years when the silent 
messenger came and his pure and 
manly spirit took its flight. 

As a teacher Prof. Sproull was 


thorough, earnest and inspiring. As 
aman he was upright andtrue. No 
student knew him who did not believe 
in him and admire him. In his death 
we each feel that we have lost a friend, 
our school a loyal alumnus, and the 
cause of education one who would 
willingly have spent a long life in her 
service. His wife, that good and 
gifted woman who brightened and 
sustained the last years of his life, 
and who, now that he is gone, feels

that the world is empty, we would 
fain have know how deeply those who 
learned to admire and love her while 
shewas at Indiana sympathize with 
her now when the clouds of sorrow 
-gather about her.

Nature calls the children 
with especial force during the 
lovely days of spring. All 
schools should therefore plan 
to put more work of this kind 
into the summer term. Les- 
sons on birds should be given 
in every grade. For this no 
state furnishes so abundant 
material as Pennsylvania. 
The birds are unusually nu- 
merous this year and many 
have new notes. The children 
should be taught to recognize 
by sight and by song all 
birds common in their vicin- 


ity and should be encour- 
aged to study them in their 
familiar haunts as well as in 
the school room. An interest 
in birds and a love for them 
not only cultivates observation 
and strengthens reasoning 
power but prevents wanton 
destruction of life —a matter 
of greater importance to the 
state than is generally under- 
stood. This line of work has 
been carried on in the Model 
School as well as lessons on flowers, 
frogs, butterflies and moths. Special 
lessons on bread mold and various 
forms of fungi have been given in the 
intermediate grades. Some simple 
experiments in chemistry have also 
been performed. 

In this connection, we would 
suggest to teachers beginning this 


| work that they will find practical help 


from ‘‘Simple Experiments for the 
School Room’’ written by John F. 
Woodhull, of the Teachers’ College, 
New York. Very little equipment is 


| needed for any of this work, and any 


teacher could secure valuable results 
along these lines.
